EVIDENCE SHOWS LACK 


OF SAFETY APPLIANCES 


Practically No Provision Made at Iro- 


quolc Theater to Protect Audience 


In Case of Fire. 


Chicago, III., Jan. 1).—Balcony aisles 


crowded far beyond the safety point, 
ushers. Ignorant of what to do In case 
of lire, a stage with scarcely any ap 
pllanccs for extinguishing a blaze, and 
stage bands who lost their heads at 
the critical moment—these were some 
•if the- disclosures made to the cor- 
oner's jury at the Inquest over the 
Iroquote theater victims. 


To. sain the facts by which they 


dope to fix the blame for the holocaust. 
Coroner Traegcr and Deputy Buckley 
CTOSM examined the witnesses closely. 
All save the chorus girls stood the test 
well, but one of them. Miss Edith U'll 
Hams of New Vork. fainted. 


It was apparent from the* start that 


the coroner's jury Is anxious to find 
out just what provisions were made 
to light a stage fire. 
Most of the 


nskcd of stage hands, em- 


ployes, and members of the

tire apparatus and the failure of the]

Out of the mass of evidence the fol-

There wero no fire extin- 
guishers on the stage except two tubs 
of kllfyrc.

no Instructions as to action In case of 
fire. 
There had been no lire drills of 


employes. 
The ushers made no at- 


tempt to opon exits. 
The aisles of 


the top balcony anil the space at the 
rear of tlio first balcony were crowded. 
The exits loward the alloy were never 
opened during performances. 
Two of 


the three exlln toward the main en- 
trance on the first balrany were closed 
at lime of lire. -.The stogo hands be- 


camo confuted and worn slow In'hand- 
ling the "asbnslos" curtain. 


Tho stories that brought out these 


facts were In many cases dramatic in 
tlio extreme.

Statuesque Beauty 


After pausing .for a moment to lis- 


ten to tho tinkle of the stream which 
can scarce be distinguished 
from

The .ancient Greek thought of all 


naturo as alive and lie came to re- 
gard It as allvo as wo arc alive—In 
human form.
